"Our expedition diil not roach thi 
north pole, but we made most ini 
portant scientific discoveries. We arc 
*11 well Mid glad to get back to clvi 
UxaUon." 

The Peary Arctic chib steaaier 
Windward. Captain S. W. Bartlett, ar 
rived here from Cappe Sabinne. 

Peary Mnt to the club the follow 
Ing report of the operations of the 
expedition since Aug. 9, 1901: 

"Left at Eiik harbor, on the Elles 
mere coast, Aug. 2J>th. Th« party 
reached Payer harbor Sept. 16. cross- 
ing Roose bay partly l)y sledge and 
partly by boat, then \vall<ini; aerosw 
Bedford Pirn. About a week later my 
Esliimos began to fall sick, not one 
escaping. By Nov. l»th six adults 
and one child were dead, nearly all 
the othem very weak, but out of dan- 
ger. 

"Early in January Eskimos came 
across from Anvilak, bringing news 
of the ravages of a faUl epidemic 
through the tribe. Word was sent 
hftck by these acouta for as many of 
the survivors as could come to me 
and by the end of the month they be- 
gan arriving. In February a large de- 
pot of dog food was established near 
Cape Louis N'aiH)leon, some CO miles 
north of Sabine. On .March 3rd. my 
advance party of six sledges In 
charu of Hensen. left for Conger. 
Ifarch 6 started with the main party 
of 18 RledKes, leaving I'ercy in 
charge at Payer harbor. Conger was 
reached In 12 marches, arriving with- 
in an hour or two of the advance 
party. My supporting party of Eski- 
mos returninir from ConRer brought 
down the instruments, chrononioters 
and Arctic library. Ei^ht marches 
more took ua to Cape Hecla. The 
aorth end of Robinson channel was 
all open across to the Greenland 
coast, lak<'8 of water extending 
northward as far as could be seen 
from Black Cape and Cape Ramsome. 
From Heela another supporting party 
returned. 

"April first, started northward over 
the P<ilar sf a with Hensen, four Es- 
kimos and ali sledges. Old floes cov- 
ered deep with anow and interaectied 
with rubble ridges and lanea of iee 
were encountered from, the moment 
we left the ice foot. The same kind 
of traveling, except the lanes of 
young ice. as found by the English 
ovpedltion of 1876. After six marches 
op' n lands, floes In motion were en- 
countered. Two natives wore sent 
back. As we advanced the floes be- 
came smaller, the pressure ridges on 
• grander scale, and our genaral 
course deflected west by the charac- 
ter of the ice. Finally at 84.17 N. lat., 
northwest of Hecla. the Polar pack 
became, impraetlcable and furiher ef 
forta to advance were given up. New 
leads and pressure ridges with foggy 
weather made our return in some re 
apects more trying than the advance

"The anchor and chair lost by Erik 
last summ. r is on board. The Fram 
left (Jodhoun about Aug. 20, bound 
horiic. The little schooner FV>rget-Me- 
Not, which was caught in the ice at 
Cape Haven last year, is now on h»T 
way to St. John." 

This r.'port. sinned by Peary, is Rd 
dress;.! to Secretary H. L. Bridgman 
of the Peary Arctic club, Peary will 
go to New York and the Windward 
win probably go to Newfoundland.

The Seese school code was intro- 
duced in the house. It provides for 
the election of a board of education, 
consisting of one member from each 
ward, who shall serve for a t( rm of 
three years. One-third of the board 
goes out of office each year. The 
board appoints a auperintendent. who 
is subject to removal at any time ftor 
or without • cause. The stiperintend- 
ent is authorized to appoint all teach- 
ers, but his appointments can not go 
into effect until they are approved by 
the board. The business branch of 
the school system Is left entirely In 
the hands of the board. In case there 
is an even number of wards there 
shall be one member of the board 
elected at large. The superintendent 
may not dismiss a teacher without 
the approval of the board.

Early Break of lep. 
"The ice broke np earlier than in 
IMl, and Payer harbor was blocked 
almost continuously. The Windward 

bored her way thrcju^h the ice and 
entered the harbor the morning of 
Aug. 5 and got out again the same 
afternoon with scarcely 16 minutes to 
spare before the harbor was closed 
by the ice. Forcing our way across 
Bmitb Sound, my Eskimos with their 
belongings were landed In Ughfleld 
gulf. Several days were devoted to 
hunting Walrui, then the Windward 
started south, reachlnp; and leaving 
Cape York the afternoon of Aug. 28. 

"The summ^ voyage has been 
without mishap aad the Windward, 
with her engines, has made as good 
time as the larger and more powerful 
sbipa that have been going north the 
last 10 yeara. The year at Payer har- 
bor was passed comfortably, though 
an anxious strain eadssd by the rav 
ages of disease among my faithful 
people, was not light. Food waa 
abundant and our supply <>f musk OX 
and deer meat continued throughout 
tha year. Tba aortfeani sledge trip in 
the spring was arduous, but not mark- 
ed by special exposure, suffering or 
danger more than Is necessarily inci- 
dental to serious Arctic work. 

"BQOlpment and personnel were sat- 
fafSctory and further advance was 
vetoed by insuperable natural condi- 
tions. The Windward has on board 
th« instruments, chronometers and

A New One Reported .Inst West of 
Yellowstone Park. 
Washington. Sept. 18.--A new for- 
est fire Is i. .1 in the official tele- 
graphic aihii 's III tin- iutcriiir depart- 
ment ti) he ragiug in the section of 
Idaho Just west uf Yellowstone Na- 
tional park and about 15 miles north 
of St. Anthony. Idaho. 

A telegraphic report from Forest 
Superviser Henry Michaelson, dated 
at Kenosha range. Colo., announces 
an abatement of the fires in that re- 
gion. His Jurisdiction includes the 
Pike's Peak, South Platte and Plum 
Creek reserves, which, he says, are ; 
now clear and he can serve in any 
other section where fire-flghters are 
needed. He telegraphs: 

'Fire well under control. Am pre- 
paring to disband and break up the 
camp." 

The register and receiver of the 
land office at Olympla, Wash., tele- 
graphed that so far as they can learn. 

there .is no danger to the timber on 
the public lands in the vicinity of 
liueliler and Enumclaw and the flres 
in that section are practically under 
control. 



Legal Statu!) of 
liiraii liiinilKrunlA. 
New York, Sept. IS.— United States 
Circuit Judge Lacombe has heard ar- 
gumenta relative to the legal status 
of citixens of Porto RIco who emi- 
grate to this country, and will short- 
y decide whether they are aliens un- 
der the Aisting immigration laws or 
tgally have a right to enter the Unit- 
ed States without lnt^^fe^ence from 
the immigration authorities. 

Counsel for the drii ndant called 
the court's attention to the recent In- 
sular decision, and said merchandise 
of all kinds is admitted free from our 
new possessions "except human be- 
ings." OpiMjsinp counsel insisted 
that the defendant is an alien and 
that an absolute act of congress de- 
claring Porto Ricans citisens of the 
United States is necessary before 
they can be landed here without the 
supervision of the immigration au 
thorities.

A Perilous Position. 
Chicago. Sept. 18.— Suspended only 
by his hands, McNaughton Wright, a 
prominent member of the board of 
trade, hung between life and death 
for 20 minutes at the top of a grain 
Chute in the Itock Island elevator. 
When rescued Mr. Wright waa ex- 
hausted and on the point of releas- 
ing his hold, which would have meant 
a fall of 100 feet to the hard door of 
an empty bin, and almost certain 
death. He had entered the elevator 
to inspect some wheat. Making a 
misstep, he fell Into the chute, but 
succeeded In clutching the edge and 
hanging by his hands. .Mr. \Vri:,-ht s 
calls for help wer.- finally ln-ard by 
an employe, who pulled him out. He 
fainted then, and was unctmsctous for 
neariy an hour, so great had been the 
strain. 



Timber Goes Up in Smoke. 
Denver, Sept. 18.— Forest fires are 
sweeping bare of timber sections of 
the Rocky mountains from the Wy- 
oming line to central Colorado. The 
flres are. spreading with ti-rrible rap- 
idity and conditions are more serious 
now than at any time since the first 
fire was reported about a month ago. 
Government Inspectors and forest 
brigades are doing all in their pow- 
er to check the progress of the flames 
and are receiving all possible assist- 
ance from ranchers and mining men. 
In some places the flres have been 
checked but not subdued. The great- 
er portion of them, however, have 
gained such headway that, with the 
limited force of fire fighters and oth* 
er means at hand, the government of- 
ficials can see but little hone of suc- 
I cessfully extinguishing the flames 
and must necessarily allow them tO 
burn themselves out. 



Killed a Burglar. 

Ford City, Fa., Sept 18.— Carl Rich- 
ard, operator on the Allegheny Valley 
road at this place, shot and killed a 
man who attempted to burglarii^^e the 
station. The burglar wounded the 
plucky operator by shooting point 
blank at him. The bullet clipped off 
the upper part of his right ear. but 
he seized his revolver and fired two 
allots at hla assailant. One of the 
bulleta struck the burglar in the right 
thigh aad the other entered the roof 
of the mouth, killing him instantly. 
Two companions wbu r( maincd out 
side on guard escaped and have not 
been captured. The dead man was 
identified as Charles Andrews, who 
was recently released from the west- 
ern penitentiary.

L'lidvr General Mendoza. 
Wlllemstad, Island of Curacoa,

marched to assist him with 3,700 men. 
The president crossed Los Teques 
HverduringWednesday and oontinued 
thd same day his uaNH to Valsttela. 
His army is carrying many sick men 
with it. According to report Presi- 
dent Ca.stro will attack the revolution- 
ary army under General Mendoza at 
Tocuylto. General Ifatos, the rsvolu- 
tlonary Infitt* Is still at Orituoa 



A Bankrupt Prince. 

London, Sept. 18. — At a meeting of 
the creditora of Prince Victor liulep 
Singh, who waa declared a bankrupt 
Sept. 4. the chairman said the 
prince's debts amounted to $471,600, 
of which 1360.000 was secured. The 
debta were attributed to stock ex- 
change speculation and gambling. 
Among the assets Is a claim for $.3.- 
000.000 against the Indian govern- 
ment with respect to the estate of 
the bankrupt's father. The prince as- 
cribes his bankruptcy to the "rtdiou« 
lous insufficiency" of his allowance 
from the Indian government. To 
maintain his position lh«' prince n 
celveU $;t.'j.000 yearly and his wife re- 
ceived 110,000. 

To Raise Revenue In Paris. 
Paris, Sept. 18.— A deficit in public 
funds here la becoming as trouble- 
some as the national defleit. The au- 
thorities are now eollectiiif; a new ta.x 
i>f (me half of one per cent on rentals 
in order to supply the revenue lost 
by the remlaston oC the taxes on ao- 
ealled "Hygienic drinka"— wine, beer 
and cider. To meet the ^^rthe^ de- 
ficit of Jl, coo, 000 next year, due to 
(he increased expenditures on public 
works, the prefect has suggested sar- 
tazea on coal, butter, game, poultry, 
meat, cheese, etc. It is doubtful 
whether ths tovMuatnt will agree to 
this step.

111" demand of the farmers for actual 
currency to pay the expenses of bar 
vesting and marketing the grain crop. 
The* movement is in excess of last 
year's shipments, although the har- 
vesting season is far from being over. 
It is tstiniated that over fS7.UiiO.eoo 
will have been shipped by Chicago 
banks, in bills of fS. $10 anu $20 de- 
nomination, to the farmers of tl;e 
.Mississippi valley before the crops 
are all put away for the season. 

In Defense of Automobiles. 

I»nd(.n. Sept. is._The Pall .Mall 
Oazefle voices the general feeling of 
Great Britain in sounding a note of 
warning in connection with what It 
terms the "senseless prej'uilice' 
against and "persecution" i f motor 
ists. It says: "(".p. at eu. ii-y and en- 
terprise are concentrated in France, 
the United States and Great Britain 
In the invention of new machinery for 
rapid travel and it is absurd to per- 
mit fanatical, unreasoning opposition 
to stran.ule or seriously hamper the 
big indiistri;il ill velopment." 

Meat Combine In Klondike. 
Seattle, Wash., Sept. 19.— A special 
from Dawson says: Dawson meat 
men are organizing a combine to con- 
trol the stock In the Klondike. Their 
plans are all matured. Rtpre.^enta 
tlves will get together and arrange 
for the absolute control of all the 
meat in the market. The combine 
will have to take care not only of all 
the stock on hand, but all that liav< 
been contracted for. the value of 
which will amount to more than 91, 
0000.000. 



Washington, Sept. 18.— China Is on 
the verge of another Boxer uprising, 
wbicli may i ijual that of 1900. accord- 
ing to mail advicea received at the 
-Mate department from Minister Con- 
ger, dated last month. The truiibles 
appear to arise principally from ex- 
tortionate ta.\atii(n combined with re- 
sentment against the presence of 
missionaries, thus Justifying the Judg- 
ment of the department of state, 
which pointed out to the powers that 
the demand for excessive indemnities 
would result in serious international 
troubles in China. 

Mr. Conger's first advice bears date 
of Aug. 5, from I'eking. and he re- 
ports serious anti-foreign riots near 
Chentu. In the province of Sce-Cbuan, 
In which a number of native Chris- 
tians had been massacred and chap- 
els destroyed. Mr Cong, r appears to 
have acted with in. i-y upun tele- 
graphic complaints from Dr. Can- 
right an American medical mission- 
ary at Chentu, not only addressing 
the Chinese foreign foreign (dliee tiy 
letter, but calling there in per.^on in 
impress u|jon the oflUclals the import- 
ance of au immediate and effective 
action and finally succeeding in caus- 
ing the removal of the local Chinese 
officials who had failed to repress 
the riots. 

Mr. Conger Incloses with his report 
the communication that passed be> 
tween himself. Dr. Canright and the 

foreign office. Under date of June L'li. 
from Chen Tu, Or. Canright tele 
graphed "C/.e Chuan. repeating trou- 
bles of 1900. Chapel burned, 10 
Christians killed; Boxers have been 
multiplying for tour months; officials 
taxed." 

Mr. Conuer immediately telegrajih- 
ed nr. Canright to demand adequate 
protection for misionaries and the na- 
tive Christians from the local officials. 
He also addressed a note to Prince 
Ching at the iuiei-n idlice. stating 
that there were several .American 
missionaries, and many chapels and 
converta in Cze Chuan and that it was 
necessary that Immediate provision 
be taken to stainti out these troublea 
at their very inception. 

Comments on Hays' Note. 

T.<indiiii. Sept. IV. -The fnlted 
States initiative in protesting to the 
countries which are parties to the 
treaty of Berlin of ISTS ayainst the 
treatment of Jews in Kouniania meets 
with apiiiii\al here. The Clobe, bow- 
ever, the only afternoon newspaper 
which comments on Secretary Hay's 
note on the subject, sees nothing in 
Mr. Hay's action but self-interest. The 
Globe nevertfieless. hopes that it will 
lead to a check being placed on the 
wholesale exporiation of undesirable 
persona from western Europe to Great 
Hritain and America.

Charleston. W. Va.. Sept. 18.— The 
power house and stables of the Vie 
toria Coal and Coke cfimpany at Cap- 
erton on .New river, were destroyed 
by fire. Involving a loss of $2.').000. 
The mines had been closed since the 
strike and were flooded throttgh In- 
ability of the niiuiiigenient In keep 
pumpers at work. Wednesday a num- 
ber of families were evicted from 
houaes of the Caperton company. 
That the fire waa the work of incen- 
dlarlaaiea is generally believed.

Two Syaeda of Keitaeky te Meet at Lexin'^- 
tea la Oeteker-rirat Tiae Siace 
the Aate-Bellia Sckisa. 



fLextnfton Lstdef.l 
The most important meetin? of Pres- 
byterians ever lield in Kentucky will 
convene in Lexington on Tuesday, Oct. 
14tb, the meeting being the centennial 
anniversary of the eetabllahment of the 
Presbyterian Church in Kentucky. It 
will be a joint synodical meeting of the 
Northern and Soothem Synods of this 
8tate. This will be the first time they 
have convened in a joint meeting since 
l)efore the Civil war, the church having 
sutlered a schism on the slavery 'juestion 
at that period. The bynods meet an- 
nnally at Tarlous citiea in Kentacky 
when all the pra^yteriea are repre- 
sented. 

At the approaching meeting of the 
Svn<id.s of Kentucky, the centennial of 
the church's establishment will be ob- 
served. The Synod was formed by the 
actions of the General Assembly of 1.S02. 
It embraced all the churches lying west 
of the boundary between Virginia and 
Kentacky. Across the Ohio river it cov- 
ered all the territory west of Oolambus 
and the Scioto river. Tlitse boundaries 
continued for twelve or tifteeo years. In 
1814 the Synod of Ohio waa oonatitnted 
with the Ohio as its southern boundary, 
and in 1817 the Synod of Tennessee was 
established to include all the territory 
from the Kentucky line to the Golf of 
Mexico. 

The Synod of Kentucky (South) is to 
meet in the first church, and the sister 
Synod (North) in the second church on 
Tuesday, Oct. 15th. A union meeting 
will be held in the First Presbyterian 
Church where special services in com- 
memoration of the aaniveraary will be 
held. 

At this meeting in all probability 

.special action for the establishment of 
Sayre Institute as a Synodical college 
will be taken. Thoee who have the 
meeting in charge are planning to liave a 
historical exhibit which shall present to 
the people a report of the work of the 
Presbyterians in Kentucky. 

leading churchmen ail over the State 
will be preaent at the meeting and speak 
on subjects pertaining to the aynod and 
its work. _ 

While Dr. Daniel Drake lived at Cin- 
cinnati, one of hia cotemporariea was 
Dr. John Morehead. who was also a 
man distinguished in medicine. They 
wet* utterly at variance, though, and 
frequently came almoat to blows on the 
atreeta. Dr. Morehead afterwards re- 
tumad to Doblin, Ireland, of which city 
he waa a native. The late Dr. Nathaniel 
Foater of Cincinnati waa a nephew of 
Morehead, and the latter was the means 
of his (Foater) coming to Cincinnati from 
Dublin. The latter'a widow, who is a 
sister of the late General W. H. Lytle, 
still lives in Cincinnati. Both Drake and 
Morehead were eoodna of the father of 
the Bi'i.iktin'.s Washington eorreapond- 
ent, though they were in no wiae re- 
lated to eaeh other.

tion of the pollution of the important 
BtroaoBa of the Stata. The United Statee 
Geological Survey ia cooperating with 
the State Board oi Health by measuring 
the flow of tha rlvara under investiga- 
tion. The work is one ot particular im- 
portance on account of the large number 
! of towns which use water for municipal 
' supply from atreama already polluted by 
j the sewage and manufacturing refuse of 
cities located at higher points upon them. 
Problems of this nature are being pre* 
sented to all of tha central Western 
.States, but the Ohio State Board of 
Health has taken the lead in the investi- 
gation of its pollated streams, and is 
taking preliminary steps to do away with 
thia menace to the public health. Among 
the more important rivers under investi- 
gation are the Sandusky, Maumee, Sci- 
oto and Olentangy. In addition to these 
a number of smaller streams whose 
waters are now used, or may aoon be 
used, for municipal purpoaaa will alao 
foealTa inyeS^igttion.
